1. The STS carries on extensive anti-Soviet props* 
gates, mostly through the medium of Its newspapers and maga- 
zines. Its two main propaganda goals are to reach as many 
Russian emigres as possible ate to disseminata as mote of Its 
material as possible to soviet military personnel with the 
prlaasry object of dleaffeotlng them. 

2. The meet important propaganda organ of the BIS 
la the ne ws paper "POSSJBV , published In the Llraburger 
Ferslntexuofcserel building in UHBURO (K51/te29) ate edited 
by Dr. OSTOVSKI. Although all personalities connected with 
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o rgmtiai tton *» off total oigaoi out Instead attoopte to ronnh 
a wider reading public ate thus avoids an editorial policy white 
orttlclzaa other Russian emigre groups. The RTS publishes a 
trl-teanal newspaper called 'VOUDA" (the will), white la 
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strictly a party organ though no further Information is avail- 
able » 

3 . "POS SE T" was first printed# with UERRA permission, 
in August 1945 at Soviet IS* Camp M0HCHSHC8? , KASSEi, under Sr* 
OSTROVSKI. In September 46 publication was suspended when 
Military Government licensing became effective. A license 
ves obtained finally in March 194? and printing was resumed 
in ymmm. 

4. Both a large and a small edition of "POSSE?" are 
published at 70 and ?Q pfennigs a copy. Approximately 4,000 
large copies are sold weekly plus 2,500 of the small. Approxi- 
mately 1,200 subscribers receive their copies by mall while 

the remainder are sold on newsstands in the three Western Zones. 
About 800 free copies are distributed in the soviet Zone. 
"POSSEV's” only sources of income are its own sales and a small 
profit from an annual Russian calendar, and although it has al- 
ways been self-supporting and is still solvent, the emigration 
of subscribers forebodes financial difficulties. 

5. Distribution of "POSSE?" into Soviet-controlled 
areas is achieved by a group of about twelve "POS372? representa- 
tives working out of BERLIN. "The Fighting Group Against In- 
humanity" with headquarters in BERLIN and composed of German 
escapees and Germans liberated from imprisonment, has volunteered 
to assist in the distribution, weekly, 800 copies are mailed 

to three Addresses of "POSSE?" representatives in BERLIN from 
where they are distributed to the Soviet Zone by the following 
methods; 

a. Approximately fifty per cent of the papers 
are sent into the Soviet Zone through Germans residing In the 
Western Sectors who have families or friends In the Soviet Zone. 
There they are passed on to Soviet military personnel through 
German girlfriends or acquaintances of military men. 

b. About twenty-five per cent of the copies are 
handed directly to Soviet military personnel when they attend 
one of the three Russian Orthodox churches in RERUN in civilian 
clothes. 



c. The remaining copies are directed to military 
personnel by various methods such as placing them in coaches 
of Soviet military trains and on trucks carrying Soviet personnel ; 
inserting copies among supplies destined for Soviet troops; 
assigning elderly, lnccnsploous Germans to carry and distribute 
copies; placing copies in savie t -frequented business establish- 
ments; and by mailing copies directly to Soviet units. 

6. "POSSE?" is specifically designed to appeal to 
soviet officers and the more intelligent soldiers, although 
a few articles are aimed at the common soldier. 

7. Representatives and correspondents of the pub- 
lication are located In nlnteen countries including Great Britain, 

France, and the United State®.
